Recent  chonrer;  in  US  Army  tacticnl  doctrine  de^ii^ned  to 
counter  the  three  I of  fhe  lerf^e  armored  forceo  of  the  Waroaw 
Pact  nation;;  hao  ? i f?n  i f icantly  altered  the  concept  of  emoloy- 
ment  of  maneuver  unite  within  the  main  battle  area.  Theee 
changef?  in  doctrine  nneci  finally  reco^^nize  three  realities  of 
modern  warfare  for  NATOi  1)  the  probability  that  NATO  forces 
will  have  to  firht  outnumbered  with  little  or  no  warninr; 

?)  the  necessity  to  defend  as  far  forward  as  possible;  and 
3)  the  necessity  to  win  the  first  battle.  These  changes  in 
doctrine  also  reflect  the  realities  of  modern  warfare  learned 
during  the  Wid-tlast  war  where  the  need  f'or  rapid  movemt?nt 

on  the  tin  t t I e r i o 1 was  a crucial  element  of  success  for  both 
sides.  To  insure  that  aderjuate  military  rdice  resources  are 
available  within  the  main  ba'f-le  area,  an  analysis  will  be  made 
of  new  doctrine  to  determine  what  mission  and  functions  exist 
for  the  military  police  and  what  type  orrani zation  would  be 
best  suited  to  perform  them.

d.  That  selected  military  police  units  will  have  organic 
wheeled  armored  vehicles, 
l-l.  Background. 

a.  Current  doctrine  for  military  police  sunoort  within 
the  main  battle  area  provides  for  military  police  platoons  to 
be  placed  in  direct  support  of  each  of  two  committed  brigades , 
one  platoon  in  reneral  support  of  the  division  rear  area;  one 
platoon  to  operate  the  division  PW  collection  point;  and  one 
platoon  to  provide  security  for  the  division  commander  and  the 
division  main  command  post.  These  five  platoons  are  orranized 
into  one  company  which  has  its  headouartepF!  located  at  the 
division  main  CP.  Also  orsrmic  to  the  company  is  a provost 
marshal  section  located  at  the  division  main  CP  which  provides 
the  provost  marshal  as  a special  staff  officer  on  the  division 
staff.  The  -ost  marshal,  dlthoupch  a special  staff  officer, 
exercises  c .ional  control  of  all  military  nolice  resources 
within  the  division  area. 

b.  Fach  of  the  MP  platoons  is  responsible  for  providing 
the  full  spectrum  of  military  police  support  within  its  assipned 
area.  When  missions  requirements  exceed  the  capabilities  of 

the  division  military  police  resources  then  aurmontation  is 
requested  from  Corns.  Aurumentation  units  when  provided  come 
under  the  operational  control  of  the  division  nrovost  marshal.

This  method  of  rrovidinr  military  police  support  to 


the  divi=!ion  proved  to  be  reasonably  efficient  and  effective  in 
the  past  even  thonp;h  many  missions  required  aui^mentation  by 
Corps  military  police  units.  The  development  of  new  tactics, 
however,  has  venerated  new  requirements  for  military  police 
support  within  the  division.  These  requirements  <3rei 

(1)  The  need  for  rapid  movement  by  battalion  size  manuever 
units  within  the  main  battle  area  requires  responsive  centralized 
control  of  military  police  platoons  in  the  brigade  area. 

(2)  The  increased  movement  expected  of  battalion  size 
manuever  Tinits  laterally  on  the  ba  + tlefield  places  e:reater 
requirements  for  responsive  traffic  control  by  military  police 
units  in  the  main  battle  area. 

(3)  The  need  for  the  division  to  operate  a tactical 
command  post  ( TAC  P)  near  the  forward  battle  area  increases 
the  security  r(?qu  i remen  is  for  the  division  headquarters. 

(4)  The  need  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  division  main 
headquarters  requires  rolocati-ne  some  units  and  staff  personnel 
to  include  the  MP  company  headquarters  and  provost  marshal 
sections  to  the  division  support  area. 

1-4.  Alternative  Concepts. 

a.  Alternative  one  is  to  retain  the  present  orp;ani  zation 
and  doctrine  relvinp;  on  augmentation  from  corps  to  perform 
those  tasks  beyond  th«  capability  of  the  division  MP  company. 

b.  Alternative  two  is  to  exnand  the  present  orranization 


and  doctrine  where  necessary  to  accommodate  missions  and  functions 
identified  in  the  rew  tactical  doctrine. 


1 v'"!  throe  in  to  orranizo  711111107  oolioo 
rennurcon  within  the  divinion  ncoordinf?:  to  reou  i romen  ts 
identified  in  the  now  tactical  doctrine  and  in  a manner  which 
provides  for  the  most  resronsive  and  effective  sunport  to  the 
main  battle  area. 

I-S.  Me  thodol  o.ev  . 

Tnis  nt.udv  was  conducted  usinp:  current  doctrine  in 
published  and  draft  field  manuals  and  tables  of  organization 
and  enuiom'-nt  for  military  police  units  operating  in  the 
armored,  infantry,  and  mechanized  infantry  division.  Also 
used  were  'I'lso  reference  books  which  provided  information  on 
anti-armor  defense  and  brea  k throuprh  offense.  Identified 
reouiremenis  for-  military  noMce  suenort  were  compared  with 
available  rese\irces  within  the  division  area  in  the  Kuropean 
flcenerio.  From  this  oomnarison  and  evaluation  increased 
requirements  for  mi  1 i t.ary'pol  ice  support  were  identified  and 
a preferred  organizational  structure  was  desieneri.

CllR^KNT  MJIITARY  HM^ICF,  nOCTRTNK  AND  ORGANIZATION 


2-1 . Genera] . 

a.  Current  military  nolice  doctrine  for  employment  in 
the  main  battle  area  is  contained  in  KM  19-1 f Division  Military 
Police  Combat  Sunporti  Division  and  Separate  Brirades. 

Military  police  doctrine  for  the  employment  of  corps  military 
police  units  in  augmentation  to  the  division  military  nolice 

is  specified  in  KM  ld-4,  Military  l"ol  ice  Sunnort  in  the  Theater 
of  Operations  which  is  currently  under  revision.  '■'M  19-40, 
Prisoners  of  War  and  Civilian  Internees  contains  the  doctrine 
for  PW  operations  in  the  theater  and  provides  the  interface 
between  activities  in  the  division,  corns  and  the  communication 
zone . 

b.  Military  police  doctrine  for  employment  in  the  main 
battle  area  has  evolved  mainly"' from  the  experiences  of  World 
War  II  and  the  Korean  War.  IXirinp:  World  War  II  military  police 
support  was  provided  by  an  MP  platoon  that  was  orftanic  to  the 
division  headquarters  and  headquarters  company.  The  platoon 
consisted  of  four  officers  and  60  enlisted  men.  The  platoon's 
mission  was  to  perform  law  enforcement,  traffic  control,  and 
prisoner  of  war  operations  in  the  division  area  behind  the 
committed  rerimen's.  Not  lone  after  divisions  w're  committed 
to  combat  in  Kurope,  it  was  recornized  that  the  military  police 
resources  in  the  division  were  insufficient  to  meet  the  req\iire- 


merits  of  the  main  tint  tie  area 


Kxtensive  au/imentati  on  of  the 


military  police  within  the  division  was  required  and  accomplished 
either  by  detailing  infantry  personnel  to  assist  the  military 
police  or  by  attaching  corps  MP  units  to  the  division.  After 
World  War  TT,  the  deficiencies  of  1.he  military  police  support 
to  the  division  wr?re  corrected  with  the  or^rani  za^  i on  of  a 
military  police  company. 

c.  The  Korean  War  provided  the  first  test  of  the  military 
police  company's  ability  to  effectively  support  division 
operations  in  the  main  battle  area.  The  division  MP  company 
consisted  of  seven  officers  and  169  enlisted  men  and  was  or«';anized 
with  one  police  platoon  and  three  traffic  platoons.  The  basic 
design  of  the  company  was  suitable  for  the  support,  of  the 
infantry  division  and  was  retained  during  subsequent  changes 

to  the  division  structure. 

d.  The  reorganization  of  the  army  division  in  the  late 
I96h's  produced  the  last  major,  change  in  the  division  structure. 
The  military  police  comoanv  was  organized  as  shown  in  Figure  2-1 
and  has  remained  in  ttiis  configuration  to  date.  The  only 
significant  change  that  has  taken  place  is  the  replacement  of 
the  two  criminal  investigators  in  the  provost  marshal  section 
with  mllitarv  police  i nves  t.i  g.a  tors  . 

2-2.  Missions  and  thinctif'ns. 

a.  The  mission  of  the  division  military  police  company 
is  tor 

(1)  Provide  the  full  range  of  military  police  support 
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based  on  the  needs  and  priorities  established  by  the  division 
c ommander . 

(?)  Fifrht  as  infantrymen  or  assume  limited  combat  infantry 
roles  when  reouired. 

(?)  Defend  the  unit  areas  and  installations  ac^ainst 
hostile  e;rnund  attack. 

(4)  Provide  a nrovos-t  marshal  section  to  the  division 
staff  for  military  police  staff  suroort  and  staff  supervision 
and  onerational  control  over  assif^ned  military  police  units, 
b.  The  functions  of  the  militarv  police  company  are* 

(1)  Operates  a provost  marshal  section  in  the  division 
headquarters . 

(2)  Provides  circulation  control  of  vehicular  traffic, 
refufirees  and  individuals  as  well  as  population  and  reso\irces 
control  and  control  oc  lines  of  cof'muni  ca  t i ons  . 

I ( d)  Kstahlishes  motor  natrols,  circ\ilation  and  control 

posts,  or  combinations  thereof,  in  support  of  division  operations. 

(4)  Provides  route  reconnaissance,  convoy  escort  and 
security  of  hi  ah  priority  shipment  and  movements  including:  air 
and  water  shipments. 

(*))  Provides  security  to  division  command  post  as  well 
as  personal  security  for  desirnated  nersopnel . 

(6)  Conducts  militarv  police  invest!  ra  t ion  and  instit\ites 
crime  prevention  measures  within  the  division. 

(7)  Operates  a central  PW  and  civilian  internee  collecting 
point  at  division  and  forward  collectinr  points  on  the  axis

nf  advnnoe  for  un  to  two  of  the  committed  hr-ipadep  as  well  as 
providinf’  records  ret'ortinp  systems  and  accountability  for  PW's 
and  civilian  internees. 

(8)  Provides  security  of  PW’s  and  civilian  internees 
durinp;  evacuation  from  forward  coll'^ctinp-  points  to  the  central 
division  collection  mint  nr  Army  transfer  points. 

(9)  Provides  temporary  detention  for  US  military  prisoners 
pending;  further  transfer  to  corns  or  TAACOM  confinement  facilities 

(if)  Participates  in  combined  and  joint  police  operations. 

(11)  Provides  support  in  the  maintenance  of  lav/,  order 
and  discipline  in  the  combat  zone  through  the  enforcement  of 
command  directives  and  policies. 

2-1.  Employment. 

a.  The  military  police  company  is  employed  throughout  the 
division  ama  as  shown  in  Figure  2-?.  The  platoons  of  the 
company  deoendin"-  on  theih  location  provide  either  direct  support 
to  committed  brigades  or  general  support  to  the  division  rear 
area.  Platoons  are  not  normally  attached  to  brigades  or  other 
commands  unless  rlistarce,  time,  or  other  factors  preclude 
effective  stipport  and  control  by  the  cnmranv.  Hy  placing  platoons 
in  direct  support  or  /’■eneral  support  roios  the  company  commander 
Pf'tains  centralized  cemmand  and  f'onfro'  and  can  nioT’e  effc'ctively 
utilize  the  MP  reoour'eos  available  t,o  me<'t  the  t.otal  division 
reou  i remen  t.'" . Hecause  of  the  austere  cer  f i >ai  ra  t i on  of  the 
division  military  po’ice  comt'any,  there  are  creau/'nt  nspasions 
when  the  company  must  he  aurmente/l  by  corns  military  police,  for 
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MP  Pl.iinnn  |i|  siippotlinR  coiniiHllcd  hiifatlei 
sen  Pl^looii  provides  CP  serimty 
MP  Pl.itiinii  ptovidinp  aif.i  support 
MP  Plolooo  enganpi'  i PW  operalrons 
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examDle  whr?n  ?ill  throe  briraries  are  committed  to  combat,  diirinp- 
major  rWer  croorjine:  onerationa,  in  surnort  of  internal  defense 
and  develonment  operations,  and  when  lare:e  numbers  of  PW's  are 
cantured.  ihn  division  orov-^st  marshal  exercises  onera+ional 
control  over  all  P/IP  units  within  the  division  area.  The  nrovost 
marshal  determines  military  nolice  requirements  to  support 
division  oneraMons  and  assie^ns  missions  to  the  military  nolice 
company.  When  the  requirements  of  the  division  operation 
exceed  the  capability  of  the  division  military  nolice  company 
than  the  provost  marshal  makes  the  necessary  request  throup;h 
the  G-l  for  augmentation  from  corps. 

b.  Each  committed  brigade  is  normally  provided  one  military 
police  platoon  in  direct  stinport  of  its  operation.  The  T'latoon 
is  iisual  Iv  located  in  the  brigade  rear  area  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  bri eiHr  trains.  The  Platoon  provides  support  on  an  area 
basis  which  extends  from  Ihe  rear  boundries  of  the  committed 
battalions  to  the  bri  made  rear-  beundrv . The  primary  effort  of 
the  Platoon  is  devoted  to  traffic  control  operations  in  order 
to  assure  the  orderly  movement  of  combat,  combat  support,  and 
combat  service  supp^^rt  iinits  accordinf'  to  "ihe  s^-heme  of  r.-’nirver. 
Prisoner  of  wa’-  operations  rire  also  important  for  the  platoon 
which  operates  a I'W  collectinr  point  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
brirade  trains.  Normal  employment  of  the  platoon  in  support 
of  a conmi  tteri  brif^ade  would  have  two  MP  squads  performin/; 
traffic  control  operations  and  one  squad  performing  FW  duties. 

The  platoon  le;^der,  however,  based  on  his  mission  analysis 


decides  how  much  pc  his  rea'urceo  ho  will  dovoie  to  any 


r-irticulnr  nativity.  Other  mi<^«ions  the  ^'P  nlatnon  porf  orins 
in  the  brif^afir>  area  are  enforcement  of  military  laws,  orders, 
and  rerulatinnsi  collection  of  strace;lersj  circulation  control 
of  individuals;  route  security;  and  refuftee  control  and  dis- 
placement. Because  of  the  eytended  distance  that  the  platoon 
operates  from  the  company  headrjuarters,  the  platoon  leafier  is 

normally  riven  mission  typ_e  orders  which  he  execiites  with  a J 

minimum  of  supervision  from  the  comnany  commander.  The  platoon 
leader  does  coordinate  extensively  v/i  th  the  supported  brirade 
commander  and  staff  i.o  stay  ahrf>ast  o^  the  tactical  situation 
and  support  renu i rements . 

c.  Military  police  tinits  employed  within  the  divi'-ion 
rear  area  consist  of  the  division  provost  marshal  section,  the 
company  headouartf'rs , security  platoon,  and  one  nr  more  MP 
platoons,  I 

(1)  '('he  provost  marshal  section  is  located  at  the  division  | 

main  headpuartf?rs . The  section  is  resronsible  for  nerformin^  1 

staff  planninr,  direction,  supervision,  and  coordination  of  I 

military  rnl  ice  support  of  division  operations.  'I’he  section 

i. 

also  provides  representation  to  the  division  traffic  headnuarte rs , 
coordinates  with  a ’ 1 i ed  forces  nr  host  ce\mt,rv  military  and 
civil  police,  arr.anses  for  augmentation  hv  corps  militarv  police 
units  when  renuired,  and  conducts  and  coordinates  crime  pcevention 
and  investigation  activities.  The  provost  marshal  as  the  senior 
law  enforcement  officer  in  the  division  exercises  operational 

control  over  ail  military  police  units  assirned  or  attached  to  ^ 
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the  lilviKion. 

(?)  The  compeny  heafiouer ters  is  located  at  or  near  the 
division  main  command  post.  From  this  location  the  comptny 
commander  tiirects  the  activities  of  the  subordinate  Platoons 
and  provides  the  necessary  administrative  and  lof^istical  support 
to  sustain  their  operation. 

(1)  The  security  ola^toon  is  located  at  the  division  main 
command  post  and  is  responsible  for  providinpr  internal  security 
for  key  portions  such  as  the  tactical  operations  center,  the 
division  war  room,  the  communications  oenter,  and  the  division 
commander's  ouarters.  The  nlatoon  provides  security  continuously 
even  during’  relocation.  The  platoon  also  provides  security  to 
the  division  tactical  command  post  when  employed  in  the  battle 
area. 

( h)  Two  militarv  police  platoons  are  renuired  in  the 
division  rear  area.  One  platoon  provides  full  military  police 
support  to  the  entire  division  rear  area  while  the  other  platoon 
operates  the  division  central  PW  coPecting  point.  The  platoon 
supporting  the  division  rear  area  is  also  responsible  for  pro- 
vidinp  direct  support  to  the  reserve  brigade  when  committed  to 
combat.  When  this  occurs  au  <’^men  tati  on  from  corps  MP  units  is 
necessary  until  a brigade  returns  to  reserve  status  and  a 
military  police  platoon  is  freed  for  support  to  the  division 
rear  area. 

Augmentation. 

a.  Augmentation  of  th^’  division  military  pnlioe  company 


is  normally  required  under  the  followine  conditionsj 

(1)  Extended  committment  of  the  three  combat  brif^ades  of 
the  division. 

(?)  Extended  independent  employment  of  one  or  more  brig:ade 
task  forces  reuuirinr  military  police  support. 

(?)  Tactical  situations  involving  larse  daily  PW  capture

b.  Alimentation  may  require  platoon  or  company  size 
units.

Att’ chment  is  the  preferred  method 
as  this  allows  the  division  nrovost  marshal  maximum  operational

The  lethality  of  modern  weapons  systems  can 
produce  s\ich  larco  losses  in  a stiort  period  of  time  that  ttie 
outcome  of  anv  conflict  between  the  IIS  Forces  and  the  Warsaw 
Fact  could  be  decided  hv  the  res\i]  ts  of  the  first  battle.  The 
US  Army  therefore  mu^'t  prepare  to  win  the  first  battle.

a.  Th(?  conduct  of  offcn'sivp  operations  in  Kurope  by 
US  Forces  will  be  puided  by  six  basic  conoeptsi 

(1)  "^ec  tho  battlefield. 

(?)  Conoen tra te  overwhelminp  combat  nowor. 

(?)  Sunpress  enemv  defensive  fires. 

(4)  Shock,  overwhelm^  and  destroy  the  enemy. 

(5)  Attack  deep  into  the  enemv  rear  to  destroy  his 
system  of  defense. 

(6)  Provide  continuous  mobile  support. 

b.  Since  US  Forces  are  already  deployed  in  a defensive 
posture,  offensive  operations  would  likely  not  be  initiated 
until  the  enemy  shifted  from  the  offense  to  the  defense.  In 
this  situation  tho  US  division  would  he  conductine  a deliberate 
attack  reouirinp  a ma.ior  effort  to  develop  the  combat  power 
necessary  to  overcome  strone  enemy  resistance.  To  develop 

this  power,  the  divi''ion  commapder  uses  all  sources  of  information 
about  the  enemy,  terrain,  and  weather  to  see  the  battle  clearly. 

He  focuses  on  enomy  weak  points  and  vulnerabilities  seekinp 
ways  to  exploit  them  to  the  attackers  advantape. 

c.  The  division  commander  decides  where  to  concentrate 
for  the  attack  an<l  selects  deep  obiectives.  He  a'locates 
sufficient  forces  to  the  attack  so  that  brirade  commanders 
are  able  to  concentrate  and  multiply  cr)rnt)at  rower  at  the  point 
of  concentra  * i on  to  achieve  a relative  eomt)at  row''r  ratio  of 

h to  t or  more.  To  do  this  it  will  be  neceesary  to  accent 
prudent  ri'-ks  ind  eennomi".e  in  other  areas. 


d.  Tn  tVio  pa<^t,  d^l  ibnratt;  att^cVs  hahitiaa^ly  included 
a main  and  a holding  attack.  However,  in  a Kuropean  setting, 


it  is  unlikely  that  divisions  will  have  sufficient  power  to 
conduct  both.  Attacks  will  probably  include  the  conduction 
of  a limited  objective  or  deception  operation  to  accomplish 
the  purnoses  of  the  holdinp  attack.  These  operations  will 
probably  be  no  larper  than  one  or  two  battalion  task  forces 
in  size. 

e.  The  attack  is  condticted  with  overwhelminr  violence, 
speed  and  surprise  to  shock  the  enemy.  Suppressive  fires  from 
all  weapons  systems  are  brought  to  bear  on  the  enemy  forces 
to  isolate  that  portion  of  the  battlefield  at  the  point  of 
concentration.  Hrie-ades  will  either  attack  in  columns  or  two 
abreast  depend inr  on  how  wide  a penetration  is  desired  and 
depth  and  strength  of  the  en>'my  defenses,  linemy  strong  points 
are  either  oyerrun  or  bypassed  to  be  captured  or  destroyed  by 
follow  UP  units.  Kesf?rves  and'  lirhtly  committed  units  are 
shifted  to  maintain  the  momentum  of  the  attack,  reinforce 
success,  widen  mints  of  penetrations  and  thwart  counterattacks 
against  the  leadinp  elements.  All  information  collect.ion  sources 
are  exploited  to  provide  timely  information  as  the  attack 
nroeresses  in  order  to  capitalize  on  sucsfvis  and  prevent  s\irrrise. 
Once  the  break  thro\i<Th  appears  imminent  all  available  combat 
power  is  committed  to  exploit  the  success! Fi rure  d-1)  and  strike 
to  seize  ot' j en  t i ves  rleep  in  tdie  enemy'r;  rear.  Field  artillery, 
air  defense  artillery,  disorganized  manuever  units  as  well  as 
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oomm;inii  control  hoafinunrtors , combat  Rtjniiort  unitn  and  combat 

service  support  units  should  bo  destroyed  thus  desradinr  the 
enemy's  combat  effectiveness.  Deep  penetrations  present  special 


problems  and  frreater  coordination  for  surnortinp-  units. 

Because  of  the  limited  amount  of  routes  available  within  the 
narrow  zone  of  penetration,  sup'^ortinf:  weapons  systems  will 
have  to  integrate  their  movement  with  the  attacking  units. 

The  depth  of  the  attack  will  also  require  combat  service 
support  units  to  tailor  their  activities  to  provide  continuous 
support  and  supplies  over  extended  distances. 

f.  h’xploita  ti  on  is  the  follow  on  phase  of  a successfiil 
attack  and  is  desipned  to  keep  the  enemv  from  reorranizinp, 
his  defenses.  Durinp  the  exploitation  the  division  advances 
on  multipla  rcutes  with  maximum  combat  power  forward  maintaining 
relentless  pressure  on  tb'^  enemv.  The  division  accents  prudent 
risks,  retains  a small  reserve  and  moves  raridlv  to  secure 
deep  objectives. 

p.  As  the  enemv  becomes  demoralized  and  bepins  abandoninp 
prepared  defenses  the  nursuit  can  be  initiated  to  envelope  and 
destroy  the  enemy.  Normally  the  conduct  of  a pursuit  rerpjires 
more  forces  l.han  are  nvailat'le  to  the  division.  Corps  will 
either  attach  units  to  the  division  or  condurt  tbp  operations 
usinp  the  ''xploitin'^  divisions  and  other  manuever  forces.

The  mis!*ions  and  functions  of  the  military  nolice  in 
the  main  battle  area  identified  in.  the  new  tactical  doctrine 
are  similiar  to  those  stated  for  the  current  doctrine  in 
Chapter  Two.  No  new  missions  or  functions  for  the  military 
police  were  identified  to  support  combat  operations  in  the  m.ain 
battle  area.  Functions  such  as  command  and  control  of  MP 
units,  circulation  control , route  and  area  reconnaissance, 
and  security  of  command  post  headouarters  were  identified  as 
havine:  greater  importance  anri  repuirine:  ereater  amounts  of 
military  police  res''urces. 

4-P.  Hrirnde  Area. 

a.  Milita"y  police  t^laloons  placed  in  direct  support  of 
committed  brigades  have  as  their  primary  mission  responsibility 
for  providing  responsive  and  effective  cin'ulation  control  of 
traffic,  strarrlers,  and  refufrees  within  the  brirade  area. 

The  succes'"  of  mllita’y  police  support  will  fie  measured  on  how 
duickly  MP  platoons  assist  in  movinr  manuever  battalions 
laterallv  from  one  brirade  area  to  another  to  exnloite  the 
breakthrough  during  the  atta^’k  or  to  thiekep  the  battle  area 
in  the  defence. 

b.  To  provide  the  ouick  res  -onse  needed,  military  'Oliee 
Platoons  win  have  to  perform  thorouph  and  eont'nuous 


reconna  TS=;;inco  of  rn\jtes  throue;hout  their  area.  Renortr  of 
road  Condi  tiono,  bripnde  ontanjes,  ford  '^ites,  defiles  and  other 
restrictions  to  movement  must  be  nrovided  to  the  brigade 
commander  and  updated  on  a timely  basis  to  insure  that  subsequent 
movement  orders  will  ret  manuever  battalions  to  their  destinations 
as  rapidly  as  possible.  Once  the  move  to  concentrate  is 
directed,  military  nolice  units  will  support  by  establishing 
control  points  to  expedite  movement,  enforcing  road  movement 
priorities,  and  escorting  manuever  battalions  to  their  blocking: 
pos i ti on  s . 

c.  Military  police  platoons  will  also  perform  convov 
escort,  route  security,  law  enforcement,  and  prisoner  of  war 
operations.  'I’he  platoons  will  provide  a"-si  stance  to  host 
eountrv  law  enforcement  a'^encies  durina  joint  operations  within 
the  brigade  irca. 

4-1.  Division  Rear  Area. 

a.  Military  police  actixhities  in  the  division  rear  area 
will  be  primarily  concerned  with  these  five  functional

h.  Provost  mar'^hal  st,^»ff  onerat''^ns  in  t hp  new  doctrine

UTSCOM  hf?adnun rt'> rs  nr.  nart  of  the  efforts  to  reduce  the  size 
of  the  division  main  CP.  The  f\inction  rerforined  by  the  orovost 
marshal  section  remain  unchanpcod. 

c.  Security  of  the  division  tactical  onorations  center 

( DTOC ) located  at  the  division  main  command  cost  will  renuire 
one  MP  nlatoon.  This  nlatoon  will  also  co*^trol  circulation 
within  the  division  main  CP  and  will  operate  the  temporary 
detention  faciHtv  for  US  military  prisoners, 

d.  Secijrity  of  the  division  tactical  command  post  (TACCP) 
as  discussed  in  draft  FM  71-lco  is  provided  by  a rifle  platoon 
from  the  division  reserve.  The  utilization  of  a rifle  platoon 
for  this  function  is  not  considered  appropriate  in  so  much  as 
it  depletes  the  combat  power  available  with  which  to  enrape 

the  enemy.  Since  the  security  of  command  post  hcadpuarters 
is  one  of  the  missions  of  the  military  police,  the  assipnment 
of  one  MP  nlatoon  epuiped  with  armored  cars  on  a permanent 
basis  would  provide  aderjuate  decnrity  without  reducine^  the 
division  combat  power.

a.  From  an  amlynie  of  the  curro’^t  military  nolice 
doctrine  for  nunnort  of  the  division  in  the  main  battle  area 
and  the  newly  develoninr:  tactical  doctrine  for  the  main  battle 
area  in  the  Eumnean  Senerio,  certain  changes  in  the  military 
police  support  reouirements  can  be  derived.  These  changes  are t 

(1)  Current  military  police  doctrine  is  designed  to  support 
emoloyment  of  two  committed  brigades  with  the  third  brirade 
retained  in  reserve.  The  military  police  platoon  that  would 
support  the  third  brigade  when  committed  is  tised  to  perform 
‘general  sut'oort  to  the  division  rear  area.  The  new  tactical 
doctrine,  however,  envisij>ns  the  habitual  committment  of  all 
three  brigades  in  ord^r  to  brinp  as  m"ch  combat  power  as  possible 
on  the  enemy.  This  committment  will  require  three  military 
nolice  platoons  on  a full  time  basis  (Fi^pjre  5-1)* 

(?)  The  new  tactical  concept  of  rotainine  only  small 
division  re-'’rves  and  utiliz.ine:  the  uncommitted  or  li.o’htly 
committed  battalions  in  the  brigade  area  to  thicken  the  battle- 
field poses  challenres  of  swift  and  resr'onsive  suru'ort  to  the 
military  police.

b.  Military  police  platoons  are  currently  ore;anized 

with  three  snuads  of  nine  men  each  equipped  with  three  one-quarter 
ton  trucks  with  radios.  Kach  snuad  is  capable  of  providinr  three 
motorized  patrols  for  a total  of  nine  per  platoon  in  the 
brigade  area.  The  platoon  may  also  ernnl  ov  these  patrols  in 
static  positions  at  '^ritical  road  junctions,  bridges  or  defiles. 
Althourh  this  o-aa n i za t i on  is  considered  suitable  for  mission 
requirements  of  the  n<’w  tactical  doctrine,  a better  conf  i njra  ti  on 
would  be  to  trade  of‘‘  one  one-quarter  ton  truck  per  squad  for 
three  motor  bikes.

o.  Military  police  purport  for  the  division  rear  area 
requires  one  MP  nlatoon  for  .ceneral  sunnort.  This  platoon 
will  perform  cnnvov  escort  and  mute  security  on  the  main 
supply  routes.  The  nlatoon  will  also  ner'f'orm  circulation  control 
of  vehicles,  i»^dividunls  and  refue-ees  and  enforcement  of  discipline, 
law,  and  order.  The  nlatoon  can  best  perform  its  mission 
organized  with  two  armored  squads  consistin'^  of  ten  men 

with  one  armored  car  each  an*  one  squad  o^  t"'n  men  and  three 
one-qtiarter  ton  trucks.

a.  Ceneral . Analysis  of  the  requirements  for  military 
police  sup’^ort  in  the  main  battle  area  under  the  new  tactical 
doctrine  has  identified  a need  for  seven  different  military 
police  platoons.
